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Ex-Student Wins 'Reverse9 Discrimination Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a ruling against "reverse- 


discrimination, a federal judge says Georgetown University 
violated the civil rights of a vrtiite student by setting aside most 
of its first-year law school scholarships for minority applicants. 
"There is no justification for saying that a 'minority' student 
with a demonstrated financial need of $2,«00 requires more 
scholarship aid than a 'nonminority' student," U.S. District 
Judge Oliver Gasch ruled Wednesday. The judge said George- 
town's four-year-old practice of earmarking 60 per cent of its 
first-year law scholarships for minority students was "arbi- 
trary" and a violation of the Civil Rights Act's bar against 
discrimination on the basis of race. 


Tire ruling is the latest in a series of federal court victories for 


persons who claimed they were subject to "reverse" 
discrimination by scltools, corporations or government agencies 
seeking to provide opiwrtunities for racial minorities or women. 
Gasclfs decision was a personal victory for J. Michael 
Flanagan, who sued Georgetown because there were no 
scholarships left for white students by the time he was admitted 
in 1973, although there were still scholarships for minorities. 
Flanagan complained that the minority students who garnered 
68 per cent of the grants formed only 11 per cent of the class. 


Flanagan, 24, has since graduated and lives in suburban 


Alexandria. Va. He could not be reached for comment. The 


judge said he would hold a future hearing on Flanagan's request 
for S3.7IW in damages that the former student claimed he should 
have received in aid. Georgetown's attorneys argued in vain 
that the school's financial aid policies were a "bona fide affir- 
mative action program to increase minority enrollment." They 
also claimed the school was not subject to the civil rights law, 
but Gasch said it w^s since Georgetomi accepted J7 million in 
federal funds to build its Law Center. 


Flanagan's suit recalled the widely publicized case of another 


white law student, Marco DeFunis Jr., a Phi Beta Kappa un- 
dergraduate who claimed the University of Washington Law- 
School rejected him in 1971 while accepting lesser qualified 


black applicants. In April 1974, the U.S. Supreme Court declined 
to rule on the constitutionality of such admission practices. H 
said DeFunis' case was moot because he had already been ad- 
mitted to the law school during the litigation and was about to 
graduate. But lower federal courts have come down on the side '• 
of "nonminority" plaintiffs in several recent civil rights cases.

Peking 
time Wednesday and said it 
measured 8.2 on the Richter 
Scale. It was the strongest earth 
shock registered by the service 
since the Alaska quake in 1964, 
which measured 8.4. 


About 15 hours later, a second 


major quake registered 7.9 after 
minor tremors throughout the 
day.

Jimmy Carter advocates giving 
everything to the local governments. 
Ronald Reagan says keep the money 
at home instead of sending it to 
Washington for a return trip. 
Another home front dispute centers 
on distributing the funds by a head 
count. The large city mayors plagued 
by inner city problems argue their 
people are short changed. They need 
the money, or so their mayors claim, 
whereas the residents in a bedroom 
community do not. 
Outside this debate between the 
recipients is a contention that revenue 
sharing perpetuates a governmental 
system badly in need of correction. 
The advocates for revenue sharing 
contend it is vital to sustain local 
government. 
Their critics reply the system dis­ 
courages consolidation of local units 
which might become more efficient 
through merging duplicating services 
and functions. 
This argument is sound enough but 
it raises so many hackles that few 
Washington politicos are willing to 
risk its acceptance. 
According to the Treasury Depart­ 
ment’s Office of Revenue Sharing, the 
program ’s 
adm inistrator, 
revenue 
sharing on its face is not, as some cri­ 
tics maintain, throwing water upon the 
sands. 
Public safety soaks up 23 per cent of 
the funds, followed by 21 per cent to 
education, 15 per cent for public 
transportation, 10 per cent for public 
buildings, 7 per cent to health, 4 per 
cent to social services for the aged and 
poor, and 15 per cent to a variety of 
other uses. 
The Treasur> ’s statistics almost ar­ 
gue for eliminating or greatly reduc­ 
ing federal aid and diverting that 
money flow to revenue sharing.

During the 
entire year he was trying to obtain 
Toth’s release, Silberman said, he not 
only had to contend with Yugoslav 
authorities but outright obstruction on 
the part of the State D epartm ent’s 
Eastern European Desk. 
Instead of helping him help Toth, 
Silberman said. State Department of­ 
ficials sought to have him reprimand­ 
ed for “ undiplomatic conduct.” 
Added the ambassador: “ When we 
get to the point where we don’t care 
about an American citizen innocently 
imprisoned, then we’re not much of a 
country any more.”

WASHINGTON - Many years 
ago, in Hitler’s heyday, I had 
the opportunity to interview a 
major figure among Nazi (»er- 
many’s totalitarian allies. 
The discussion turned to the 
great losses in talent — the Al­ 
bert Einsteins who emigrated, 
other greats who were killed or 
imprisoned or so restricted 
their talents were never allowed 
to bloom, (’ould any c*ountry af­ 
ford a system. I asked, which 
resulted in such a drain in 
talent? I was leaving aside for 
the moment the moral losses the 
man I was interviewing seemed 
incapable of understanding. 
Some decades later. East 
(iermany * faced 
such 
an 
overwhelming emigration of 
scientists and professional and 
technical men and women, it 
built the Berlin wall in an effort 
to prevent further flight. This, 
they suc-ceeded in doing. But 
they forgot, or would not face 
the fact, that their internal 
suppression made c*ertain they 
wotild not enjoy all the rewards 
fnim the most talented among 
tlK*ir citizenrj'. Men who give lip 
service to iron-fisted rulers to 
save their skins and positions do 
not usually have the talent for 
the great discoveries or scien­ 
tific, 
economic 
or 
artistic 
leadership a country needs to 
make its place in the world. 
The Soviet Union now has the 
same problem. The dissidents 
in that land include some of the 
finest brains in painting, writ­ 
ing, physics, mathematics, en­ 
gineering, and a fistfull of 
eqally important fields. 
The Kremlin is reluctantly 
allowing the more prominent, 
internationally knovvn, to leave 
the country one by one. The la­ 
test is writer Andrei Amalrik. 
As with Albert Einstein, Rus­ 
sia’s loss is the West’s gain. 


But this is only the small tip 
of Russia's loss. That country’s 
persecution of minorities has 
led to an emigration of middle 
and upper level talent as larg(> 
as the authorities would permit. 
Numbers of able men, some 
in the near genius class, but less 
known to the West, have been 
secretly condemned to insane 
asylums or undergone medical 
operation to reduce them to 
mediocrity. As is well known, 
thousands more are condemned 
to one prison camp or another in 
the Gulag Archipelago. 
Now, at times the Russians 
have been able to secure the use 
of some of its great dissidents. 
One of the world’s greatest 
aircraft design«^ did hLs work 
for the Soviets in Wwld War II 
while behind prison bars. For 
years, the father of the Soviet 
hydrogen 
bomb 
performed 
miracles for his country, and 
would have performed more had 
not the government forced him 
out of his major scientific posts. 
I submit that in the long run, 
a country so destructive of its 
talented men and women will 
not last the race. 
By 
contrast, 
a 
major 
byproduct of the drive in this 
country for greater opportuni­ 
ties for minorities will make it 
possible for the talented blacks, 
Spanish-speaking Americans, 
Indians and other groups to 
make thefr contributions. 
By no means should the con­ 
tribution of women scientists, 
writers, artists, engineers and 
historians be discounted. 
What we are talking about is 
far more than the opportunity 
for upward mobility by those of 
talent, important as that is. We 
are talking about the freedom of 
genius and near-genius to make 
contributions to the world and to 
society. 


Carter Deception 


Ignored By Medial 


Sharp-eyed media analysts 
hold up to prolonged scrutiny 
every perfection in a Ronald 
Reagan 
or 
Gerald 
Ford 
statement. 
Tlius everyone knows by now 
that 
Reagan’s 
formulation 
alx)ut the tricky matter of Canal 
Zone sovereignty would not 
receive high grades from a 
panel of experts on international 
law. 
But 
Jimmy 
Carter’s 
statements 
have 
so 
far 
remained 
curiously 
exempt 
from such analysis. The selec­ 
tively astute media analysts 
have taken a see-nothing-wrong 
attitude toward the bundle of 
contraditions put forward as 
policy pn>posals by Carter and 
his campaign. 
Throughout his primary cam­ 
paign. Carter gained much 
favor with the voters by telling 
them repeatedly “I will not lie 
to you.” But Carter is now 
calmly floating an enormous 
deception. The contradictions in 
both his platform and his ac­ 
ceptance speech amount to an 
extraordinary miposture, but so 
far he has been getting a free 
ride. 
When Carter does the follow­ 
ing, can he really be defended 
against the charge of lying? 
First, he attacks the Federal 
government 
as 
a 
“ huge, 
wasteful, unmanageable, bloat­ 
ed. bureaucratic mess,” and 
says he hopes to balance the 
Federal Budget by 1979. 
Then, however, he declares 
that he wants more Federal 
billions spent on revenue shar­ 
ing, aid to the cities, national 
health insurance, subsidies to 
transportation and housing, 
increases in welfare, day-care 
and a consumer agency, sub­ 
sidies to the education industry, 
guaranteed jobs and guaranteed 
annual income. 
It does not seem to me that it 
would 
stretching language to 
call Carter’s position here a lie. 
Responsible 
iKonomic 
analysts inform me that the 
policy proposals put forward by 
the Carter campaign would al­ 
most double the Federal budget 
to something in the neigh­ 
borhood of $75» billiim. Carter 
himself 
has 
some 
highly 
qualified (Tonomists among his 
advisors. The only conclusion 
possible, therefore, 
is that 
Carter is consciously dcH.eiving 
Ixith his own followers and the 


general public. His program 
necessarily involves greatly ex­ 
panded, more expensive, and 
more intrusive Federal power. 
Carter also supports, for 
example, 
the 
Humphrey- 
Hawkins full-employment bill. 
This legislation contains, as it 
was Intented to contain, a 
blueprint for a much greater 
degree of central planning of the 
economy. In his acceptance 
speech, however. Carter made a 
strong pitch for the free en­ 
terprise system. If that con­ 
tradiction has been pointed out 
by the pundits in the media, the 
fact has escaped me. 
Again. 
on 
Humphrey- 
Hawkins, one of the nation’s 
leading economists put it this 
way to me. You can support the 
bill if you are intelligent and 
dishonest. You can supp<»rt it if 
you,are stupid and honest. But 
you cannot support it if you are 
intelligent and honest. No one 
would dream of calling Carter 
stupid, but we are evidently 
beginning to acquire some 
knowledge of the sc*cond of the 
two categories. 
On national defense the Carter 
|)ositions are just as contradic­ 
tory and deceptive. He says he 
favors a strong defense and 
even an expanded Navy, but he 
also promises large cuts in the 
defense budget. He does so. 
moreover, at a time when the 
strategic balance has been tip­ 
ping dangerously against the 
U.S. But Carter gets away with 
this sort of thing because the 
mc>dia so far have been ignoring 
the contradicaions.

A convenient means of cross-

Residents of the ISJOs, did not 


yet have any bridges, but as 
early as 18X, the construction of 
two bridges was proposed. 


According 
to 
documents 


owned by Ronald Ruiz of 
Warren, formerly of St. Joseph, 
an amendment to UK Act to In- 
corporate the Village of St. 
Joseph, approved March 21, 
18%, it was voted to establish 
ferries and construct bridges 
connecting the north and south 
parts of said village. In those 
days, St. Joseph was also locat- 
ed across the river. 


A part of the amendment says 


authorization was given "to 
contract for a loan for the use of 
said village not exceeding 
(26,000 for 20 years at seven per 
cent Interest provided the elec- 
tors authorize toe loan." 


The president and trustees of 


the village were authorized to 
construct a bridge across the St. 
Joseph River at or near the 
crossing of the Territorial road 
leading from Timothy F. Shel- 
don's to St. Joseph, provided 
such bridge shall be at least 14 
feet above the common low 
water. 


The president and trustees 


were also authorized to con;, 
truct a bridge across the Paw 
Paw River in such village at 
such place within four chains of 
the entrance of the Paw Paw 
River into the St. Joseph, 
provided such bridge shall be at 
least 10 feet above common low 
water. 


The amendment, which was 


approved March 21, 1836, also 
says, "the president and trus- 
tees are hereby authorized to 
receive subscriptions of money, 
material or labor to be applied 
in toe construction of both said 
bridges and to sue for and 
collect toe amount of each 
subscription according to the 
terms thereof and costs of suit 
before any court having compe- 
tent jurisdiction any person or 
persons who shall obstruct the 
building of either of 
the 


bridges." 


An amount of (20,000 was 


authorized at that time for two 
bridges. The bridges now under 
construction have an estimated 
cost of 19.2 million dollars and 
are expected to be completed in 
1977. 


According to Ellis' "History 


of Berrien and Van Buren 
Counties," published in 1880, 
the citizens met and passed a 
resolution to build the bridge 
across the St. Joseph river on 
old Ferry road, and another 
near the mouth of the Paw Paw, 
both free of toll. The same year 
a ferry was established. 


The Ellis book says the bridge 


across the St. Joseph River was 
completed in 1831 with a 14,000 
debt on it. Therefore 
the 


builders of the bridge, the 
Messrs. Stewart, Sawyer and 
company, were to have the use 
of the bridge for 14 years and 
charge a toll with the bridge to 
be returned to the village when 
paid for. 


The Ellis book also says on 


April «, 1840, the St. Joseph 
Township board voted to raise 
money to reimburse the Cor- 


poration of St. Joseph for money 
expended on the causeway 
acme the marsh east of the St. 
Joseph River 
opposite 
St. 


Joseph village and at an ad- 
journed meeting HI May, It was 
voted to finish the east end of 
the causeway and reimburse the 
Corporation «f St. Joseph.

owned by Ronald Rutz of 
Warren, formerly of St. Joseph, 
an amendment to the Act to In­ 
corporate the Village of St. 
Joseph, appn*ved March 21, 
183B, it was voted to establish 
ferries and construct bridges 
connecting the north and south 
parts of said village. In those 
days. St. Jtiseph was also locat­ 
ed acrass the river. 
A part of the amendment says 
authorization was given “to 
contract for a loan for the use of 
said village not exceeding 
$20,W)0 for 20 years at seven per 
cent interest provided the elec­ 
tors authorize the loan.” 
The president and trustees of 
the village were authorized to 
construct a bridge across the St. 
Joseph River at or near the 
crossing of the Territorial road 
leading from Timothy F. Shel­ 
don’s to St. Joseph, provided 
such bridge shall be at least 14 
feet above the common low 
w^ter. 
The president and trustees 
were also authorized to cons­ 
truct a bridge across the Paw 
Paw River in such village at 
such place within four chains of 
the entrance of the Paw Paw 
River into the St. Joseph, 
provided such bridge shall be at 
least 10 feet above common low 
water. 
The amendment, which was 
approved March 21, 1836, also 
says, “the president and trus­ 
tees are hereby authorized to 
receive subscriptions of money, 
material or labor to be applied 
in the construction of both said 
bndges and to sue for and 
collect the amount of each 
subscription according to the 
terms thereof and costs of suit 
before any court having compe­ 
tent jurisdiction any person or 
persons who shall obstruct the 
building of either 
of the 
bridges.” 
An amount of $20,000 was 
authorized at that time for two 
bridges. The bridges now under 
construction have an estimated 
c-ost of $9.2 million dollars and 
are expected to be completed in 
1977. 
Atrording to Ellis’ “History 
of Berrien and Van Buren 
Counties,” published in 1880, 
the citizens met and passt*d a 
resolution to build the bridge 
across the St. Jfjseph river on 
old F>rry road, and another 
near the mouth of the Paw Paw , 
both free of toll.

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Sewing Hints 


BjrDOIOnYUNG 


To my knowledge, there are 


only three usual methods of 
making the bound buttonhole. 


These include the patch 


method where one square piece 
of fabric is cut and stitched to 
the front of the garment to form 
the buttonhole, the two-piece 
method, where two pieces of 
fabric are cut and folded, 
stitchtd in place with folded 
edges facing each other to form 
the buttonhole, and the corded 
method, where two squares of 
fabric arc put on the true bias, 
then cording is inserted in the 
folds and with a zipper foot the 
fabric is stitched very close to 
the enclosed cording and both 
arc stitched in place on the 
garment to form the buttonhole. 


I briefly review these because 


from my experience of working 
with the different methods, I've 
arrived at a new one, that has 
brought me better results than 
the traditional three. This 
method is really a combination 
of the patch and corded methods 
with a few additions and ad- 
justments. 


After you have marked the 


position of the buttonhole about 
two inches wide and one inch 
longer than the buttonhole, use 
either the crosswise or bias 
grain to interface this piece. In- 
terfacing gives firmness, a 
neater finish and prevents 
stretching. 


Now, fold the pieces of fabric 


in half with right sides of fabric 
in half with right sides showing 
and place folded edges along the 
stitching line that marks the 
buttonhole position. Unfold and 
place two pins at each end of the 
fabric. 
: 


Now that the 
buttonhole 


-square is covering the basting 
stitches turn the garment over 
so that you can see the stitches 
from the wrong side of the gar- 
ment. The basting guide line 
makes it easy to stitch straight 
on each side of it. Stitch one- 
eighth of an incta on each side of 
guide line. Be sure all stitching 
lines start and end with tasting 
guide precisely.

NEW YORK (AP) - Lilith, a 


new quarterly that will explore 
the world of Jewish women, has 
started publication here with 
editors calling for feminists who 
arc Jewish to turn their atten- 
tion to Jewish institutions. 


"The battle for women's 


suffrage has never been won in 
Judaism," said executive editor 
Susan Weidman Schneider, 
"not only in Orthodox Judaism, 
where women literally do not 
count in the quorum required 
for worship, but even hi Reform 
Judaism, which only recently 
ordained its first woman rab- 
bi." 


The magazine, a nonprofit 


venture by a group of Jewish 
won KJII journalists, is named for 
Lilith, Adam's legendary first 
companion — the first woman 
equal with the first man. 


"She predated Eve and was 


originally the embodiment of 
independent womanhood. The 
character of Lilith has had a bad 
press through the ages, chang- 
ing her in some accounts from 
independent woman to wild- 
haired demon," said Aviva 
Cantor Zuckoff, an editor of the 
publication. 
' "The editors of Lilith intend 
to resurrect the positive side of 
Lilith as a self-affirming in- 
dividual, as they intend to break 
away from old, negative stereo- 
types of Jewish'women," she 
added. 


Pastry Varies 
With Water 


The amount of water used to 


make pastry varies slightly with 
the type and kind of flour and 
the duration of storage. 


Too little water makes dough 


hard to handle. It may crack 
when rolled out, crumble after 
baking and taste dry when ea- 
ten. Too much water causes the 
dough to shrink and low its 
shape white baking. The result 
_ a tough hart pastry. 


Keep in mind that we are 


looking to make the perfect 
buttonhole. One stuck too much 
or less will give us something 
less than the perfect buttonhole. 


Stitches are now in. place. 


Slash through center but not 
completely 
to the end of 


stitches. Snip to corners to the 
end of stitches, but do'not go 
beyond them. Press seam 
allowance open, press again 
together away from unfinished 
buttonhole so that it rests 
against the garment. 


Draw the patch through the 


opening to the underside. 
Carefully pull out the triangular 
ends to square the corners. 


Fold each side of the square to 


form pleats that meet in center 
of buttonhole and covers the 
opening and bring the folds 
completely to the end of the 
patch. 


Unlike the old method, ins- 


tead of overcasting the fold 
together at center, simply press 
with press cloth and use plenty 
of steam to hold folds in place. 


Place the garment right side 


up on your machine, fold gar- 
ment fabric back, so that but- 
tonhole pleats can be stitched. 
Stitch straight across the pleat 
including the small triangular 
ends formed from clipping into 
the corners 
of- buttonhole. 


Press. Finish on facing as 
usual.

For career woman Terry 


Mayer of New York, a collection 
means drumbeaters. She now 
has '£!* that range in size from 
one inch to 14 inches. Any object 
shown with a drum is fair game 
for her. 


"But it becomes more than 


that. It really piques your 
curiosity so that you follow up 
every clue in learning more 
about 
your 
hobby," 
she 


explained in her office-apart- 
ment where she keeps her 
collection on numerous glass 
shelves. 


She got into collecting in- 


nocently enough about eight 
years ago, she says. Thinking of 
herselfasa drumbeater — she 
is a fashion commentator and 
publicist — she acquired her 
first drummer, a wind-up In- 


dian, in Florida, where he had 
been used by a store executive 
to illustrate a point in a speech. 


After that she was "hooked," 


she says. She soon found a 
companion for the Indian, then 
another, then a regiment of sol- 
diers, and pairs of things, and 
as she says, "it all adds up." 


She also began reading about 


drumbcating in libraries and 
has become so involved that she 
sometimes feels that "there 
may be some kind of happening 
connected with it all, but wha- 
tever is going to happen as a 
result of the collection hasn't 
happened yet," she explained. 


"If only we knew the language 


of the drums," she goes on. "It 
always has been a basic form of 
communication among primi- 
tive societies where they used 
them to send messages about 
births, deaths, coronations and 
travelers in need of lodging," 
she explained. "When you think 
about it, almost everyone in the 
world is beating a drum for 
something; 
communicating 


with people gets the message 
across." 


Her collection includes red. 


white and blue soldiers .that 
march backwards in unison as 
they rat-a-tat, Royal Scots in 
kilts doing their thing, and a 
Bicentennial group of clothespin 


soldiers like those dolls made by 
the colonists, but her drum- 
beaters are not only soldiers. 


They arc angels — winged — 


winking, little and big, frogs, 
clowns, elephants, Russian 
bears, 
monkeys, 
Japanese 


ladies, a Snoopy, nuns arid even 
a railroad brakcman. There is a 
cookie cutter drum, and one 
that is a puzzle, and they are in 
pendulum clocks, salt and 
pepper shakers and a bunny 
bank. 


"But there are only eight 


women in the collection, which 
interests me. In some societies 
wx>men were not allowed to play 
drums," she says. 


Two of the women are nuns, 


one is a blue-jean-clad girl, 
another is a kabuki dancer. 
Although the nuns were once the 
tiniest in her collection — two 
inches high—there arc now two 
one-inch drummers, a French 
girl and a colonist wearing a 
trfcorn hat. 


She has drummers made of 


just about everything — wood, 
seeds, felt, porcelain, metal, 
pipe cleaners, plaster of Paris, 
crepe paper and even an apple 
from Appalachia. Among the 43 
countries 
represented 
are 


drummers from Thailand, Ar- 
gentina, Ecuador, Guatemala, 
Italy, 
Poland 
and 


Czechoslovakia, and African 
drummers that wear rings 
about their kmg necks. The 
tallest is a 14-inch Mexican lady 
made of reeds, and the oldest 
one. from South America, is 
made of clay. 


Although Miss Mayer buys 


drumbeaters in flea markets 
and has also found the United 
Nations' gift shop a good source, 
she likes to find them in the 
country of origin, one reason 
she is partial to five she 
acquired in Colombia. 


"When I go into any store. I 


usually head for a boutique 
where you can often 
find 


unusual things, but I have 
received many from friends, the 
most recent a cobalt blue 
standing poodle from the estate 
of Amy Vanderbilt." she says. 


Any collection of small ob- 


jects exposed to view must be 
kept dusted, which may be the 
most difficult part of collecting. 
Few collectors will permit 
anyone to dust a collection, and 
Miss Mayer is no exception. She 
does it herself, so the ritual 
takes place only about once a 
month. 


She has 
found

To my knowledge, there are 
only three usual methods of 
making the bound buttonhole. 


These 
include 
the 
patch 
method where one square piece 
of fabric is cut and stitched to 
the front of the garment to form 
the buttonhole, the two-piece 
method, where two pieces of 
fabric are cut and folded, 
stitched in place with folded 
edges facing each other to form 
the buttonhole, and the corded 
method, where two squares of 
fabric are put on the true bias, 
then cording is inserted in the 
folds and with a zipper foot the 
fabric is stitched very close to 
the enclosed cording and both 
are stitched in place on the 
garment to form the buttonhole. 


I briefly review these because 
from my experience of working 
with the different methods. I’ve 
arrived at a new one, that has 
brought me bettor results than 
the 
traditional 
three. 
This 
method is really a combination 
of the patch and corded methods 
with a few additions and ad­ 
justments. 


After you have marked the 
position of the buttonhole about 
two inches wide and one inch 
lunger than the buttonhole, use 
either the crosswise or bias 
grain to interface this piece. In­ 
terfacing gives firmness, a 
neater 
finish 
and 
prevents 
stretching. 


Now, fold the pieces of fabric 
in half with right sides of fabric 
in half with right sides showing 
and place folded edges along the 
stitching line that m arks the 
buttonhole position. Unfold and 
place two pins at each end of the 
fabric. 


Now 
that 
the 
buttonhole 
■square is covering the basting 
stitches turn the garment over 
so that you can see the stitches 
from the wrong side of the gar­ 
ment. The basting guide line 
makes it easy to stitch straight 
on each side of it. Stitch one- 
eighth of an inch on each side of 
guide line. Be sure all stitching 
lines start and end with basting 
guide precisely.

Pastry Varies 


With Water 


The amount of water used to 
make pastry varies slightly with 
the type and kind of flour and 
the duration of storage. 


Too little water makes dough 
hard to handle. It may crack 
when rout'd out, crumble after 
baking and taste dry when ea­ 
ten. Too much water causes the 
dough to shrink and lose its 
shape while baking. The result 
— a tough hard pastry. 


Keep in mind that we are 
looking to make the perfect 
buttonhole. One stitch too much 
or less will give us something 
less than the perfect buttonhole. 


Stitches are now in place. 
Slash through center but not 
completely 
to 
the 
end 
of 
stitches. Snip to corners to the 
end of stitches, but do not go 
beyond 
them. 
Press 
seam 
allowance open, press again 
together away from unfinished 
buttonhole so that 
it rests 
against the garment. 


Draw the patch through the 
opening 
to 
the 
underside. 
Carefully pull out the triangular 
ends to square the corners. 


Fold each side of the square to 
form pleats that meet in center 
of buttonhole and covers the 
opening and bring the folds 
completely to the end of the 
patch. 


Unlike the old method, ins­ 
tead of overcasting the fold 
together at center, simply press 
with press cloth and use plenty 
of steam to hold folds in place. 


Place the garment right side 
up on your machine, fold gar­ 
ment fabric back, so that but­ 
tonhole pleats can be stitched. 
Stitch straight across the pleat 
including the small triangular 
ends formed from clipping into 
the 
corners 
of 
buttonhole. 
Press. Finish on facing as 
usual.

Drummers Intrigue Collector

Vacation time is a prime 
period for collectors who like to 
browse through new shops in 
their perennial search for an 
addition to a collection. 


The harder an item is to find, 
the more intrigued the hunters 
become as they peer into shop 
windows or store shelves for 
that elusive foot warmer, glass 
of special pattern or color, or 
lustre porcelain. 


For career woman Terry 
Mayer of New York, a collection 
means drum beaters. She now 
has 226 that range in size from 
one inch to 14 inches. Any object 
shown with a drum is fair game 
for her. 


“ But it becomes more than 
that. It really piques your 
curiosity so that you follow up 
every clue in learning more 
about 
your 
hobby,” 
she 
explained in her office-apart- 
ment where she keeps her 
collection on numerous glass 
shelves.

of W grams of food protein and 
3,-WO calorics of energy. 


Food service in correctional 


facilities is big business in 
Michigan. 
During 
1976. 


Michigan prisons will serve 
over 12 million meals to men 
and women prisoners. 


For a luncheon menu this 


might mean 10.9M grilled hot 
dogs; for breakfast, it might 
mean over 13,000 pancakes. 
Such meal components consti- 
tute just a small percentage of 
the average daily fare within 
Michigan's seven prisons and 12 
corrections camps. 


Recently, the Department of 


Corrections began a project to 
improve food quality as well as 
financial controls in its food 
sen-ice. This involves using a 
cyclical menu adjusted on a 
seasonal basis. Backing up the 
menu is a complete recipe ca- 
talog that will be entered into a 
computer to correlate recipe 
extensions and Inventory con- 
trol. It is estimated that the 
computer will save the depart- 
ment in excess of 1290,000 a year 
once the system is fully opera- 
tional. 


The system allows for food 


service directors in the in- 
dividual institutions to make 
menu decisions based on local 
preferences and eliminates the 
"if - it's - Tuesday - it • must - be 
- meatloaf" syndrome of cycle 
menus. It also allows for 
regional variety in preparation 
because what works at the 
5,200-man Jackson Prison is not 
necessarily applicable at Camp 
Ojibway, 10 miles from the • 
Wisconsin border in the Upper 
Peninsula.

Michigan Prison Menus 


Nutritionally Balanced 


Back in the days when Jam es 
Cagney was doing time in the 
“ big house,” bread and water 
seemed to be* the daily fare — 
occasionally a plate of beans 
broke up the monotony. 


The theory was. apparently, 
that people who broke the laws 
didn’t deserve any better and 
that depriving convicts of good 
food was all part of the punish­ 
ment 


That's 
hardly 
the 
case 
anymore — modern correc­ 
tional systems throughout the 
country are committed to the 
goal of prov iding nutritionally 
balanced meals to all prisoners. 


And, they are doing it. In 
Michigan, at a cost of about 
$1.13 
a 
person 
per 
day, 
prisoners are getting in excess 
of 8(1 grams of food protein and 
3,400 calories of energy. 


Food service in correctional 
facilities is big business in 
Michigan. 
During 
197«. 
Michigan prisons will serve 
over 12 million meals to men 
and women prisoners. . 


For a luncheon menu this 
might mean 10,000 grilled hot 
dogs; for breakfast, it might 
mean over 13,000 pancakes. 
Such meal components consti­ 
tute just a small percentage of 
the average daily fare within 
Michigan’s seven prisons and 12 
corrections camps. 


Recently, the Department of 
Corrections began a project to 
improve food quality as well as 
financial controls in its food 
service. This involves using a 
cyclical menu adjusted on a 
seasonal basis. Backing up the 
menu is a complete recipe ca­ 
talog that will be entered into a 
computer to correlate recipe 
extensions and inventory con­ 
trol. It is estim ated that the 
computer will save the depart­ 
ment in excess of $250.000 a year 
once the system is fully opera­ 
tional. 


The system allows for food 
service directors in the in­ 
dividual institutions to make 
menu decisions based on local 
preferences and eliminates the 
"if - it's - Tuesday - it - must - be* 
- meat lo af’ syndrome of cycle 
menus. 
It 
also 
allows 
for 
regional variety in preparation 
because what works at the 
5,200-rnan Jackson Prison is not 
necessarily applicable at Camp 
Ojibway, 10 miles from the 
Wisconsin border in the Upper 
Peninsula. 


“ Michigan 
prisoners 
will 
never tell us that the f<x*d in an 
institution tastes like momma's 
home-cooking,” 
said Robert 
Weyand, a corrections staff 
member who heads up the menu 
system project, “ but for most, 
the meals served are much 
more nutritious than the fare 
they were getting before they 
came to prison.”

(AP) — The maximum contingency fee for 
lawyers in negligence medical malpractice cases is 40 per cent on 
the first $5,000, according to the State Bar of Michigan. A previous 
report incorrectly indicated contingency fees for attorneys 
handling medical malpractice cases ranged as high as 40 per cent 
of a $500,000 settlement. The Michigan Supreme Court last May 
adopted a State Bar plan to limit such fees. Besides the 40 per cent 
limit on the first $5,000 awarded, limits also are 35 per cent of the 
next $20,000. 25 per cent on the next $225,000 and 20 per cent of 
awards from $250,000 to $500,000. The limit on settlements above 
$500,000 is 10 per cent. 


Prisoners ‘Strike’ 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) — Four-fifths of the 600 inmates 
employed in State Industries Co. plants at Southern Michigan 
Prison walked off the jobs Wednesday to protest nonpayment of 
quarterly bonuses, prison officials said. The 478 prisoners were 
returned to their cells following the work stoppage, officials said. 
Prison spokesmen said about 315 prisoners left their jobs Tuesday 
after officials announced there would be no dividends for the 
quarter ending June 30 because of reduced orders and sales. 
Under their agreements with State Industries, the prisoners 
receive quarterly bonuses for increased production of goods sold to 
state agencies. 


State Aid Delay 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Because of state cash shortages, 
August state school aid payment will be made in two installments 
instead of one, school officials announced. One half of the $129.1 
million payment will be made next Monday, while the balance will 
be sent to local school districts Aug 23, the state Board of 
Education said. The August state school aid payment is the fifth 
bimonthly payment that has been split because of cash flow 
problems since the beginning of the 1975-1976 fiscal year. 


Milliken Nixes Connally 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Gov. William Milliken and state 
Republican Chairman William McLaughlin say they will urge 
President Ford not to select John Connally to be his running mate 
if nominated next month. McLaughlin said Wednesday that Con- 
nally’s ties to the Nixon administraton and his past indictment 
would give Democrats a chance to raise the issue of Watergate in 
the fall campaign. Both Milliken and McLaughlin also indicated 
they are troubled by Connally’s reputation as a back-room, 
behindthe scenes politician which would clash with Ford s image 
as an open, honest president.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Highway Commission has 
authorized studies that could lead to $4 million in highway 
improvements near Battle Creek, despite complaints they are us­ 
ing taxpayers’ money to subsidize a private business. The move 
came amid speculation that an Ohio firm may build a $30 million 
amusement park on a site in the outskirts of the city. Commission 
Chairman Peter Fletcher criticized the authorization, saying the 
commission was "in effect subsidizing private stockholders with 
state money.” Fletcher suggested negotiations be carried on with 
the amusement park corporation “ to see if we can recapture some 
of the expense." Cedar Point, Inc. of Sandusky, Ohio is believed to 
be on the verge of announcing details of the Battle Creek park 
plan, though spokesmen insisted on Wednesday that no firm 
decision has been made. 
Civil Rights Complaints 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — With three months left in this ex­ 
tended fiscal year, the state civil rights department has received 
20 per cent more discrimination complaints than in fiscal 1975. 
Ruth Rasmussen, director, said Wednesday that the department 
received 4,671 complaints from July 1, 1975, to June 30, 1976, 
compart'd to 3,760 for the corresponding period a year ago. The 
state's previous fiscal years ended on June 30. But a new law ex­ 
tends the current fiscal 1976 three months to Sept. 30 to help 
balance the budget. The director said that the agency closed out 
4,745 complaints from July 1, 1975, to June 30, 1976, 18 per cent 
more than the 4.033 closings recording in fiscal 1975. In a report 
presented to the Civil Rights Commission, she said that 32 per cent 
of the complaints closed as of June 30 resulted in favorable 
settlements for the persons filing the bias complaints. Monetary 
awards in this period totaled $3.8 million compared to $3.29 million 
during fiscal 1975. 
More For Less 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — General Motors Corp. automobiles 
will cost more in 1977, get better mileage and be smaller, says the 
president of General Motors. Elliot Estes said his firm’s cars “ are 
going to have a more efficient package in 1977 which will improve 
fuel economy but not take anything away from the customer.” The 
GM president said the 1977 GM cars will be smaller on the outside 
but provide for the same number of passengers inside. Customer* 
demand and fuel economy legislation is the reason for the smaller 
automobiles, he said. “ We have told our fleet customers that we 
will assure them that increases will not be more than six per cent 
and probably less,” Estes said. 


Fortnight Of Terror 
Ends For Runaways

Two 
weeks of terror has ended for 
two runaway Canadian girls 
with the arrest of five men who 
allegedly kidnaped the girls, 
raped them at gunpoint, and 
forced them to act as prosti­ 
tutes. 


Police said the nightmarish 
episode began July 7 when the 
pair, age 14 and 15, were 
hitchhiking from Winnipeg, 
Man., to the Detroit suburb of 
Warren. 


They were approached on a 
Detroit street by two men 
police identified as Dillingham 
Beavers and Theodore Pickens, 
both 20, who warned the girls 
they were in dangerous youth 
gang territory, and offered to 
give them safe passage in their 
car. 


Instead, police said, the men 
took the teenagers to Beavers’ 
apartment where they were 
repeatedly raped at gunpoint 
and forced to perform sex acts 
on each other. 


Police said they learned of 
the abduction from a 22-year- 
old woman who was appointed 
by the men to guard the girls. 
The woman, whose name is 
being withheld, told police she 
waited until the men had left 
the house, then took the girls to 
a hiding place. 


But when Stockdale and Rias 
learned of the girls’ disap­ 
pearance, the woman said, they 
pistol-whipped her and shot at

her, but missed. 


She told police where to find 
the girls when she entered De­ 
troit General Hospital on July 
21 to be treated for injuries 
from the pistol whipping. 


Police said the girls stayed 
where they were hiding, even 
without their guard, because 
they were too terrified to go out 
onto the streets again. 


The five men were arrested 
between July 22 and 25.

Some major electric users said they would seriously 
consider leaving the state or closing down if electric rates during 
the day — when demand is highest — were even double nighttime 
rates, Consumers said. The company said the survey, submitted

representative industrial and commercial customers, including 22 
of its largest users. Of the companies, 72 said they would not 
change to nighttime hours if the price per kilowatt of nighttime or 
“ off-peak" electricity was four-tenths of a cent lower per kilowatt 
hour than daytime prices. Another eight said they would make 
“ changes,” including more conservation efforts. Two firms said 
they would think about moving to another state.

However, the scientists were cautious 
when asked for details on what specific foods and brands would be 
either good or bad for an individual. Improper diets are related to 
SO per cent of all types of cancer in women and 41 per cent of those 
in men, Dr. Gio B. Gori, deputy director of the National Cancer 
Institute's division of cancer cause and prevention, told the Senate 
Select Nutrition Committee on Wednesday. 


Court Blocks Price Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Court of Appeals is blocking a 


$1.5-billion a year increase in natural gas price ceilings while 
opponents seek to cancel the new ceilings. The court issued an 
order Wednesday to temporarily stop the higher rate ceilings 
approved on Tuesday by the Federal Power Commission. Op- 
ponents said the new rate ceilings are so close to rates charged for 
unregulated kitrastate gas that they amount to an FPC attempt to 
abandon Ms legal responsibility to regulate interstate prices.

Olympic Social Life 
Is Alive And Well 


MONTREAL (AP) — A shadow has fallen across the 
brotherhood of the Olympics on the playing fields and in the 
conference rooms. But it is alive and well in the social Olympics in 
picturesque Old Montreal, especially in a joyous cabaret called the 
Singing Box. 


Each night, visitors from various nations drink, talk and lock 
arms to sing in the barnlike former garage labeled Boite a Chan­ 
son Le St. Vincent, just off Place Jacques Cartier where thousands 
cavort until dawn. 


French-Canadian folk singers, beer, cognac and camaraderie 
lure Olympic visitors as well as local revelers to the jammed club. 


One song goes: 
“This is the great show . 
“You arc going to sing tonight. 
“Whether it is friendship or love, 
“Who knows? Who cares?” 
Olympic-class drinkers from all nations sit around tables, arms 
on each other’s shoulders, and sway to the music. Whether they 
understand the words or not, some message comes through. 


“1 like the music, I like the wine, I like the people,” said Rae 
Ross, swimming and judo coach from Northern Ireland. ‘‘What 
else matters? We didn’t do so well in the Olympics, but that is not 
the important thing. It is being here.” 


The atmosphere, and perhaps the cognac, inspires some to ora­ 
tory. West German Gerhard Bauer, son of a Bremen jeweler, was 
on his soap box. 


“ 1 love life, peace, and above all. humanity," he announced in 
German. “Please, no more war. That is the wish of a German 
boy.” 


The room was filled with 40 per cent foreigners and 60 per cent 
Québécois, according to assistant manager Edauardo Pinto, who 
was amused by the raucous Americans. 


“When Americans leave their country and find a place like this, 
they ao berserk. They don’t understand the songs or their hidden 
meanings, but they love it. It’s an international crowd, yes, but 
isn't this the Olympics?” 


Outside, in Place Jacques Cartier, there are singing groups, 
impromptu gymnastics, horse-drawn carriages and artists selling 
their paintings all night long on the cobbled streets the French 
built when they settled this lovely area in 1642.

A new atmosphere has taken 
over the Michigan State athletic 
program. 


And that positive thinking 
centers around two new coaches 
— Darryl Rogers in football and 
Jud Heathcote in basketball. 


Both were here Wednesday 
for the annual Michigan State 
golf 
outing 
at 
the 
Point 
O"Woods And both displayed a 
surprising air of confidence 
despite recent problems in both 
sports 1 
Rogers takes over a football 
team on 
three year's NCAA 
probation but it doesn't stop his 
enthusiasm 
“I’m hoping that we have im­ 
mediate success.” he said. ‘‘In 
fact. I'm expecting it.” 


Rogers comes to MSU after 
three years at San Jose State, 
where his teams finished with a 
22-9-3 record. And his takeover 
of the program after the firing 
of Denny 
Stolz 
has 
been 
surprisingly smooth. 


Fortner Dowagiac standout 


Dan Underwood, one of three 
Stolz assistants retained by 
Rogers, is pleasantly surprised 
by the easy turnover 
“It’s nice to have another 
chance." Underwood said. ‘‘I’m 
very pleased with the way the 
thing has turned over. Denny is 
also happy with the way things 
came out. His big concern was 
wlutt kind of a man was going to 
take over his kids." 


Spartan fans can expect to see 
a more wide-open offense this 
season than in the past. MSU 
threw just 98 passes all last 
season, but in the spring game 
alone the ball was put in the air 
66 times. 


‘‘I like to be able to have a 
little more balance in the of­ 
fense.” Rogers said. ‘‘And we 
hope to have the personnel to do 
that " 


Underwood adds that ‘ The 
fans may see the football in the 
air 30 to 40 times a ballgame. 
There’s no question that Rogers 
is going to challenge the secon­ 
daries in the Big Ten ” 


With the drastic change m the 
offense and last year's number 


one tight end, Mike Cobb, 
ineligible for the first five 
games, Lakeshore’s Charlie 
Shafer figures to play a major 
role in the Spartan attack. 


Shafer is coming off knee 
surgery which handicapped him 
dunng the spring, but both Un­ 
derwood and Rogers believe he 
should be an important per­ 
former. 


‘‘Charlie has a great chance of 
being a starter or at least of 
making a big contribution with 
a good fall." Underwood said. 
‘‘With Cobb ineligible for the 
first five games and sophomore 
Cleveland Jackson dismissed 
for disciplinary action, he could 
be a key figure. 


"If he comes on in the fall, he 
should play a lot of football. '’ 


Cobb was one of seven players 
who were placed on probation 
by the NCAA for their in­ 
volvement in the recruiting 
scandal Among the five games 
Cobb will miss include Ohio 
State. 
Notre 
Dame 
and 
Michigan. 


With Cobb out in the early 
going, Rogers is also counting 


heavily on Shafer 
"Charlie looms very large in 
our plans at tight end,” he said. 
"'Hie first thing we hope is that 
he’s healthy. In the spring we 
didn’t get to see him at his full 
potential of ability because he 
was coming off knee* surgery. 


"He's a tall target and we re 
looking for people who can catch 
the football. " 


Probably the player who 
figures most in Rogers' plans is 
speedy sophomore quarterback 
Ed Smith, who beat out junior 
Marshall 
Lawson 
for 
the 
number one slot in the spring. 


"Smith has quick feet and a 
quick release and both are as­ 
sets for a quarterback," Rogers 
said. “He completed 65 per cent 
of his passes in the spring. 
'Hiat’s the sign of a guy getting 
the ball to the proper place at 
the proper time." 


On the basketball end, Heath­ 
cote faces 
a much 
more 
challenging 
task. 
Michigan 
State lost almost half of iast 
year’s offense when Terry 
Furlow graduated. And atten­ 
dance shrank to litUe more than 


4.000 fans per game. 


To compound that problem, 
the dismissal of Gus Ganakas 
came right as the recruiting 
season was coming to an end 
and effectively destroyed the 
efforts of Gus and his staff. 
Heathcote was able to land three 
junior college transfers, a 6-7 
freshman 
from the Virgin 
Islands and a pair of 6-3 guards. 
But he doesn’t expect much of a 
contribution from the group this 
year. 


"Most of the junior college 
players are marginal players 
who we hope will develop from 
playing," Heathcote said. “The 
two freshmen are very good 
prospects, but whether they are 
going to be ready to contribute 
anything this year is a ques­ 
tion.” 


Heathcote, head coach at 
Montana the past five years, is 
hopeful that last year’s three 
returning starters, including 
Dowagiac s Edgar Wilson, will 
offer the leadership the team 
needs. 


"Wilson, Greg Kelser and Bob 
Chapman are the keys to what 
little success we have this 
year,” Heathcote said. “ We 
think Kelser is going to be a 
super player, Chapman a class 
guard and Edgar a mature and 
steady influence. But that’s not 
going to be enough to be a con­ 
tender.” 


Heathcote plans to use Wilson 
in much the same way Ganakas 
did last year. 


“Right now in our plans, 
we re going to use Edgar as a 
swingman between forward and 
guard,” he said. “We would 
rather use him at forward, but 
we don’t have enough quality 
guards in #ie program right 
now. 
I 


"Edgar’s strong point last 
year was his defensive ability. 
He was probably the best 
defensive player on the squad, 
but I think he would like to 
branch out more this year. I 
think he will contribute more 
offensively this year than he did 
last year.” 


Coming into a program in the 
face of adversity doesn’t seem 
to phase either Rogers or 
Heathcote. It may be that type 
of thinking that brings MSU 
back to athletic prominence.

Today, as Memorial celebrates its 23th an- 


niversary, it can look hack on a quarter cen- 
tury of progress that has seen the hospital 
more than double in size and expand its ser- 
vices to patients many times over. 


The result is a physical plant that, together 


with equipment, represents a cost of almost 
$12 million today and offers a range of ser- 
vices relatively unique for a hospital of its 
size and location. 


"People coming from outside this com- 


munity tell me we have a very sophisticated 
operation, medically speaking," says Hospi- 
tal Administrator Robert A. Bradburn. 
"They say for a community and hospital this 
size, they don't find many with as wide A 
variety of services as we can otter.

"This means, that within certain limits, 


patients do not have to go outside the area for 
the vast majority of their health care." 


The original 1951 hospital had 85,778 square 


feet,of floor space and a capacity of 1M beds. 
It was constructed to replace the former St. 
Joseph Sanitarium after a successful cam- 
paign drive spearheaded by Frederick S. 
Upton, president of the sanitarium and hos- 
pital hoards from 1936 to 1S70. 


In IMS, the hospital's capacity was 


increased to 220 beds with the opening of a 


new south wing that added 93,350 feet of floor 
space. It was the major portion of a $5 million 
project that also included remodeling of 
enisling facilities. 


The $1.8 million mental health addition was 


opened in 1S70. The 42,079-square foot addi- 
tion includes space leased to the Riverwood 


Community Menial Health Center and a 30- 
bed in-patient facility operated by the hospi- 
tal.

Installation of a new boiler plant and 


improvements in the elecrical system and 
air-conditioning equipment have given 
Memorial hospital power to spare! 


The J1.9 million project, started last 


August and in its final stage; of completion 
now, .was designed with ah eye to future ex- 
pansion of the hospital and to provide needed 
backup power in the event of almost any 
emergency.

"With MIT new bailers, we have sufficient 


capacity for future expansion of the hospital 
to at least twice its size without pushing the 
equipment," says Fred Rotgers, Memorial's 
chief engineer for the past 10 years. 


The most visible signs of the improvment 


project are a towering 121-foot smoke stack 
and an addition to the north wing that houses 
the hospital's new boUer plant. 
. 


Inside the addition are three giant water 


tube boilers standing 14% "feet high, 
measuring 17 by 11 feet and weighing 46,000 
pounds apiece when empty. 


With a rated capacity of 765 horsepower 


apiece they provide a total of almost 2,200 
horsepower for beating and other hospital 
needs.— more than triple the capacity of five 
smaller boilers they replaced. 


Three of the old boilers in the original 


hospital structure will be removed to make 
way for maintenance and storage space, 
while two 52-horsepower boilers in the men- 
tal health addition will be retained for possi- 
ble emergency use, although disconnected 
from the steam lines. 


The new boilers, capable of burning either 


gas or oil, normally will be used only two at a 
time, Rotgers says, with the third one serv- 
ing as a standby unit in the event one of the 
others would have to be shut down. 


Also installed in the boiler room are two 


new hot water generators capable of provid- 
ing an "essentially limitless" supply of hot 
water for the hospital, which Rotgers es- 
timates presently uses about 10-12,000 
gallons a day. 


Another new item in the boiler room is a 


pathological incinerator, capable of burning 
100 pounds an hour of laboratory material 
and contaminated wastes at a temperature of 
1,400 degrees Fahrenheit. 


All smoke from the boiler plant will be 


dispersed through the new radial brick stack, 
which tapers from a diameter of 12 feet at the 
base to six feet at the top. 


To meet federal and state regulations, two 


back-flow preventers were installed in the 
main water line to the hospital, preventing 
any chance of contaminating city water with 
reverse flow in the overt city pressure should 
drop at any time.

In the past 2% years, Memorial hospital 


has; invested more than (900,000 in new 
high-speed .X-ray equipment to keep pace 
with the growing demand for diagnostic X- 
rays.

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So great is the demand that the X-ray 


department, is now open 24 hours a day 
throughout the year and regularly schedules 
routine appointments as late as 11 o'clock at 
night. 


Jerry Strejc, chief X-ray technologist, says 


his department currently is processing 10,000 
X-ray films a month and handling up to 150 
patients a day, many of whom are scheduled 
during the noon hour or after 6 p.m. to avoid 
missing work. 


One of the most elaborate pieces of equip- 


• ment in the department is a $330,000 bi-plane 
X-ray unit that can take films during the 
same sequence from both above and to one 
side of the patient.

per second. It is used primarily for X-rays of 
the head and circulatory system with the ai<) 
of radio-opaque dye injected under pressure. 


Two of the newer procedures used in the 


X-ray department are ultrasonic diagnosis 
and xerpradiography.

The ultrasonic unit, utilizing a principle 


first introduced to detect submarines 


(Sonar) during World War II, uses high- 
frequency sound waves in pla'ce of actual X- 
rays. 


Unlike X-rays, it is able to differentiate 


between body tissue and fluids — between a 
tumor and a cyst, for instance — a diagnosis 
previously possible only through surgical 
procedure. 


The most frequent use of the ultrasonic 


unit is with expectant mothers to eliminate 
any possiblility of radiation danger, and it is 
also used frequently in neurosurgery to de- 
tect movement of the brain's mid-line.

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Demand For X-Rays Rising Fast 


In the past 
years, Memorial hospital 
has invested more than $500,000 in new 
high-speed X-ray equipment to keep pace 
with the growing demand for diagnostic X- 
rays.

So great is the demand that the X-ray 
department is now open 24 hours a day 
throughout the year and regularly schedules 
routine appointments as late as 11 o’clock at 
night. 
Jerry Strejc, chief X-ray technologist, says 
his department currently is processing 10,000 
X-ray films a month and handling up to 150 
patients a day, many of whom are scheduled 
during the noon hour or after 6 p.m. to avoid 
missing work. 


One of the most elaborate pieces of equip­ 
ment in the department is a $350,000 bi-plane 
X-ray unit that can take films during the 
same sequence from both above and to one 
side of the patient. 


Used in conjunction with two high-speed 
film changers, the unit can produce six films 
per second. It is used primarily for X-rays of 
the head and circulatory system with the ai(| 
of radio-opaque dye injected under pressure. 
Two of the newer procedures used in the 
X-ray department are ultrasonic diagnosis 
and xeroradiography. 


The ultrasonic unit, utilizing a principle 
first introduced to detect submarines 


(Sonar) during World War II, uses high- 
frequency sound waves in place of actual X- 


r a y s . 


Unlike X-rays, it is able to differentiate 
lx*tween Ixxly tissue and fluids — between a 
tumor and a cyst, for instance — a diagnosis 
previously possible only through surgical 
procedure.
